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Pedestrian-friendly 
Pembroke aim of 
new zoning here

The Planning staff has proposed 
establishing a new zoning cate- 
gory, CBD 4, which could be 
used to define an overlay district 
comprised of an 85-acre "cor»" 
district in the Central Business 
Disbict. 

The goal is to create a pedes- 
frian-friendly district in the Pem- 
broke area in an aesthetically- 
pleasing environment. 

But Virginia Beach City Coun- 
cil members voiced some skepti- 
cism when the proposal was pre- 
sented at a woric session Tuesday. 
Not because they did not like the 
idea, but because of the obstacles 
in the way of carrying it out. And 
the main obstacle is Virginia law 
which does not give localities the 
authority to control design. 

The proposal will be presented 
to the Planning Commission next 
week for approval and to city 
council next month. Planning Di- 
rector Robert Scott said that it 
was important to have the zoning 
available although it need not be 
applied to the core district imme- 
diately. 

Tom Pauls, the comprehensive 
plan coordinator who described 
the plan, said the proposal would 
provide another development op- 
portunity for the city, and the plan 
would represent a shared respon- 
sibility and a shared risk between 
the city and the private sector. 

Council members, however, 
were concerned about the risk 
part, especially if they have to 
spend millions of dollars in tax- 
payers' money. 

The city would not have the 
control it has in Corporate Land- 
ing Park, which is owned by the 
city. Land in the core district is 
o^ned by a number of entities. 

I The district can't be developed 
like a smaller Reston because 
Reston was owiied by one entity. 

And it can't be developed like 
Hilton Head because, although 
the property there had more than 
one owner, the Virginia General 
Assembly has not given localities 
the authority to control design 
with their zoning ordinances. 
Scott said that several localities 
have tried in the past to get the 
General Assembly to move in that 
direction, but without any suc- 
cess. 

As Pauls described the plan, 
visitors to the core area would 
drive to outlying parking areas, 
but once in the core district would 
get around on foot. To encourage 
this, sidewalks would be wider, 
buildings would be closer to the 
streets and businesses would in- 
clude some retail, some outdoor 



cafes, a maximum of 23 percent 
tesidential development, more ur- 
ban-type uses. No gas stations or 
outdoor storage of lumber would 
be permittwl, for instance. 

Pauls said that commercial ac- 
tivities would be emphasized and 
focus would be on offsite parking. 

Since the area straddles Virgi- 
nia Beach Boulevard — 33 acres 
are south of the boulevard — 
overhead pedestrian walkways 
will be considered, and the city 
already is committed to a central 
park with pedestrians paths lead- 
ing to a lake. 

Of course, it's going to take 
money, but no decisions have 
been made on who will pay for 
what, said Pauls. 

"But we don't want to go in 
and spend millions of dollars... 
and some character out there be- 
cause he owns a piece of property 
and has the money puts an alba- 
tross in the middle of it." 

Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr. 
suggested that where there are 
multiple owners, restrictive cove- 
nants should be used with the 
owners agreeing to "keeping that 
albatross out." 

What he was hearing, said 
councilman Linwood Branch was 
that it would be a voluntary thing. 

Scott replied that "you have to 
recognize where your limitations 
are." 

After Scott explained that Re-

$7,000 per studoit in city texes and 
got only $1,737 from outside.

And Democrats, for all dieff pos- 
Uffing, plainly lack die guts to raise 
state taxes to give schools 
substantially more money or even to 
grant localities additional sources of 
revenue to tap.

Widi die utilities being deregu- 
lated, jMblic schods are one of die 
last m(»i(^lies in Amoica, and like 
aH monopolists, educators wait to 
keep it that way. You don't have to 
believe die schools are terrible lo 
bdieve we'll be bmer off widi diat 
monqioly broken. 

But I don't see charter schools 
offoing much hope. For (Hie diing, 
the high cost of starting a school will 
dktate that most of diose seeking a 
charter must p^^uade an existing 
public school to convert In most 
places, that will mean a kmg and 
nasty fight 

For 25 years we've accepted d^ 
idea of tuition grants (k vouchers kt 
Virginians attendinginivate colleges 
in diis state and no one has made a 
fuss over die fact diat most of di^e 
colteges are church related. 

Most s^ it as a good buy t(x tax- 
payers — w no more than Eair — lo 
pay apottionof private-sclKJOl tuition 
fincmi publK fumls. 

If we could aiqily diis kigk to 
secondary schools we might get 
somewlKre. When fiee to choose, 
instead of having a choice impeded 
upon diem, students and parents may 
t^ iiK»t interest 

As "paying" customos, diey may 
also demaml more. And taj^yers 
will save mone^.

Queen Sonja of Norway will 
pay a royal visit to Virginia 
Beach's Norwegian Lady statue 
for a brief ceremony 
commemorating the bond that it 
has formed between two distant 
cities. The cerem(Hiy is scheduled 
for noon on Friday, Oct. 13. 

The Queen's visit falls' on the 
same day that her country will 
announce ihc winner of the Nobel 
Peace Prize — a fitting tribute to 
the Virginia Beach landmark that 
embodies both tragedy and 
romance to unit two sister cities 
divided by the Atlantic Ocean. 

"It's an honor for Virginia 
Beach to welcome the Queen of 
Norway to our city, "said Virginia 
Beach Mayor Meyera E. 
Oberndorf. "We are especially 
pleased thai she will be visiting 
our Norwegian Lady statue at the 
oceanfront, which was given to us 
in 1962 by the Norwegian 
Shipping Association. Virginia 
Beach has enjoyed a long and 
happy association with our sister 
city of Moss, Norway. The 
Queen's visit is a wonderful 
opportunity for our citizens to 
show their appreciation for our 
neighbors in Norway." 

The Virginia Beach statue 
fans nAward while an identical 
statue in Moss. Nwway, gazes 
westward. Botfi statues wish a 
safe return home to all seafiuing 
moi. They serve as a nmnorial to 
a tragedy that occurred of the 
coast of Vi^inia Beach in 1891 
wtoi a storm-l»ttered Norwegian 
ship was sunk, resulting in the 
drowning deaths of. the captain's 
wife and son and five other 
crewman. 

The statue replaced the ship's 
original wooden figurehead, 
which haA w^hed ashcH^e nearby 
and had stood at the oceanfront as 



a memorial to the crew of the 
ship, the Dictator. Over the years, 
the figurehead became weathered 
and deteriorated and was 
removed. 

"Norway has always seemed 
closer to us than to any other spot 
in America." wrote Thomas 
Baptist in a September 1961 issue 
of die Norwegian Journal of 
Nautical Affairs. 

It was his article abut the 
original statue, "a Wooden Lady 
survivor of a bygone sea tragedy." 
that prompted the community of 
Noss, Norway, home port of the 
Dictator, to replace the 
figurehead with a bronze "sister." 

Every year, on the anniversary 
of the tragedy, the Ladies 
Auxiliary of the Virginia Beach 
Volunteer Fire Department places 
a wreath at the base of the statue 
in memory of those who periled. 

After a brief ceremony, the 
wreath is removed and cast upon 
the sea to keep alive the poignant 
legend of Captain Jorgen 
Jorgensen, who was rumored to 
have returned every year after the 
tragedy to cast flowers on the 
water in memory of his family 
and crew. 

Cox High School Wind 
Ensemble will welcome the 
queen with their rendition (tf the 
American and the Norwegian 
national anthems. Memba:s of the 
Norwegian community will be on 
hand to extend their welcome 
attired in "Bnnads," the national 
dress. 

The visit is part of a U.S. visit 
by the Queen and her husband.

Up close and personal

One needs more dian tolerance of other 
culture when in comes to understwding die 
diverse melting pot that is America. It takes 
a good sense of humor, tireless efforts and a 
desire to create wo^ld harmcmy. 

Just ask Linda S. Berry, Vi^inia 
Wesleyan College's new coordinator of 
Multiciiltund At^ts. 

"They call me Uie part-time staff member 
who seems to have moved in," she smiled 
warmly. 

Berry comes to the position with a full 
plate to tackle. Her office is responsible for 
providing services that support the 
distinctiveness of racial and ethnic 
mintmties within the campus community 
through a variety of special {wogramming. 

She kicked off the year with a tribute to 
the Harlem Renaissance of the '20s, 
appropriately named "Remembering 
Harlem..." The four-day celel»ation included 
a retrospective of die music, literature and 
politics of the eta. 

"We chose the Harlem Renaissance 
because it is probably the epitom6 of a 
cultural explosion of African Amoica. For 
example, you have Langston Hughes writing 
poetry during that time, and a number of 
other excellent poets as well. Jazz really 
comes to its height at the time," Berry 
explained. 

A resource display opened the week, 
followed by a literary salon, video, lecture 
and jazz pcaformances. 

An educator for the past 25 years, 
assuming the position of Multicultural 
Affairs coordinator has allowed Berry to 
indulge in a long-time devotion: celebrating 
Uie differences diat make each culture 
unique. 

"Multiculturalism has been a part of me 
since I was very young." she began. "At die 
age of 8 my family moved to Winchester, 
Mass., where my family was Uie only 
African-American family in an Italian 
neighboriiood. It was woncterful evening to 
sort of take a sniff aid try to figure out what 
the neighbors were cooking. You could 
always tell it was going to be good!" 

Since Uiose early days. Berry has found 
herself delib«ately gravit^ng toward towns 
and communities where ^e can immerse 
heraelf in diverse cultures. 

'It somediing diat's just a part of me," she 
noted. "In fiact, I find it v^ dull and boring 
when peqile are all the same. That teads me 
to my Ktiial philo90|rtiy. It is my belief Uiat 
we don't spend enough time in this country 
learning to celebrate each odier's cultures. 

"Too often when I hear people talk about 
diversity, what diey're really talking about is 
trying to get rid of it — a color-blind society. 
I'm not looking for a color-blind society; that 
would be very dull. I'm loddng for a world in 
which we, as people or a minority ethnic 
group, have the same rights and privileges 
as anyone else, but I still want to be able to 
enjoy a good Italian meal for a change." 

A native of Cambridge. Mass., Berry is a 
1959 graduate of Winchester (Mass.) High 
School, where she was inducted into the 
National Thespian Society. She completed 
her undergraduate degree with honors at the 
College of Wooster in Ohio, where she 
majored in histt}ry. 

Berry continued her education at 
American University where she earned a 
master's degree in human resources 
development in 1982. 

Before coming to Virginia Beach she 
served on a Mayor's Task Force for Youth, A 
Mayor's Task Force on Housing, an 
Economic Development Commission and as 
co-chair of die Human Rights Committee for 
Uie League of Women Voters in Tampa. Ha. 
She was active on the Arts Council in 
Wooster and Tampa, and served as vice 
president for die Girl Scout Council in Glens 
FaUs. N.Y. 

Berry began her duties at Virginia 
Wesleyan in August

Tuesday and TTiursday the city 
opened bids on the S250 million 
project; construction should begin 
early next ^ring and water should 
be reaching water customers in 
the spring of 1998.

She has learned about rain 
forest plants said to cure 
everything fixm colds to cancer to 
bad luck, and she hq)es to teach 
local people how to make saluls 
firom coounon chickweed and teas 
£rom the berries on wild rose 
plants. 

"I've always had an intoest in 
plante," the BhckwMer resident 
explained. "It was always 
exciting to me that you could go 
out into your backyard and get 
finriL" 

As a child growing up in rural 
central Kentucky, she put up with 
a lot of teasing from relatives 
about the "briar tea" and other 
concocticms she brewed from the 
plants in her back yard.

Now, she's found a lot of 
people are becoming more 
interested in growing or foraging 
for wild plants, and she's made a 
career out of helping them learn 
m«e about them. 

Shufer searches abandoned 
homesiies, and canoes down local 
streams in search of native plants. 
She also leads nature walks, 
presents slide shows, holds 
weekend-long tours at False Cape 
State Park, and publishes a 
bimonthly newsletter aimed at 
those who want to learn mwe 
about how U) hunt for and use 
wild legumes, clovers, flowers 
and chickweed. 

"I grew up in the country," 
Shufer said, "and my parents had 
grown up using a lot of these 
plants. For them it was a step 
forward to go to the store and buy 
things instead of relying on the 



native plants for food w tea. 

"Her family considered her 
appetite for persimmons, wild 
grapes and herbal teas old- 
fashioned "and when I made 
rosehip tea my uncle would say 
'Oh, you're making that old briar 
tea again.'" 

Despite the kidding, Shufer 
never km her ta^e for wild foods, 
and she took classes in wild 
plants as an outdow recreation 
major at the University of 
LouisviUe. She worked for mwe 
than two y^rs as an intafxebBt at 
Seashore State Park afta moving 
to Virginia Beach in 1979. 

She works out of her house 
now, and her yard has become a 
habitat for native plants that 
usually have to compete with 
people and cultivated plants for 
space 

Shufer has found some of the 
same plants here that she 
collected back in Kentucky, but 
"it took me awhile to learn where 
the wild things grow here because 
everthing's so cultivated." 

Once she has located the 
plants, she collects the seeds and 
scatters them in ter yaid, clears 
out other species that mij^t tend 
to choke out their growth and lets 
nature take its course. 

"I just collect the seeds and 
give them a place to grow," she 
said. 

There are still a lot of wild 
fruits, including kumquats and 
persimmons, growing locally. 
Even some weeds, such as 
chickweed and dandelions, that 
grpw in a suburban backyard 
make delicious wild salads, but 
Shufer cautions would-be foragers 
to never eat a plant unless they're 
sure of its identity because some 
species are poisonous. 

Others are an excellent source 
of nutrition. 

"I like to think of the plants as 
preventative medicines because 
they are so coneentrated in 
vitamins," Shufer said. 

Some wildflowers like the 
rosehip and marshmallow are also 
very pretty. 

"When the rosehip blooms, the 
flowers look like roses," she said. 
"Then the berries, which are rich 
in Vitamin C, can be used to 
make teas or jellies." 

Last year. Shufer traveled to 
Peru with a group of 
ethnobotanists to study the wild 
plants that grow along the 
Amazon River. The trip, 
sponsored by the American

Even kids ^vn to tove natural 
foods once diey find out how good 
they taste and how much fun it is 
to woik widi them, she said. 

"I once worked wiUi a group 
from Friends* School. They had 
passion fruits growing on the 
school grounds, and the kids 
really loved those passion fruits." 

She also showed them how to 
bake persimmon cookies and 



otfier treats from the wikl fruitt^ 

Her hustand. Paul. ti$o "likes 
the foods, and he takes the 
leftovers from dinner, like 
dandelions and wildflowers. to 
work to expoae other people to 
diem." 

Paul, who worics as a printor, 
also saves as pnxbictkxi assistant 
for her newsletter "The Wild 
Foods Forum," which she 
distributes natiooally. He also 
takes some of the pictiifet for her 
slide show. 

"I've tried to learn as much 
about it as I could," he said.

Botanical Council, "kind of 
extended my plant studies 
because I'd primarily studied 
plants in this country." 

During her eight days in Peru 
Shufer learned how the native 
plants have ad^Hed to the lack of 
sun and topsoil in the rainforest, 
and she learned the many uses 
that the local people have for 
them. 

"One of the most beneficial 
uses of these plants is as 
medicine," Shufer said, "and 
many of them provided the 
blueprint for the medicines we 
have today." 

Rosy periwinkle is used to treat 
childhood leukemia while 
Peruvian medicine men and 
women pour herbal baths on the 
patient's head t^>^ure the 
common cold. ^ 

One particularly appealing 
treatment is the flower bath, 
which the Peruvians use to 
change a streak of bad luck. 



Wildflowers steeped in water are 
massaged into hair and poured 
over the entire body "then you sit 
in the sun and let tht flowers dry 
on your," Shufer said. "The water 
feels wonderful; in the 90-degree 
heat and high humidity of the rain 
forest 

Virginia Beach plants and their 
uses aren't that exotic, but the 
woods and freshwater wetlands 
along the North Landing River 
still teem with interesting, useful 
wildflowers and fruits. 

"One of the things that is 
unique is that North meets South 
here. Many species reach their 
southernmost point here while 
others reach their northernmost 
point. We also have a coastal 
environment and very mild 
winters, which make this area a 
suitable habitat for a wide variety 
of plants." 

Shufer often conducts 
workshops for schoolchildren and 
adults, and she's found "thai

Program stalwarts, including 
more than ISO clean-up 
volunteers, gathered recently for a 
Community Environmental 
Awards Breakfast at Galilee 
Episcopal Church to celebrate 
their efforts. 

The words of Mayor Meyera 
Obenwlorf, who shared the stray of 
one recent visitor's experiences, 
were enough to convince CCC 
volunteers and staff that their 
eff(Hls were well spent 

"A man came up to me from 
New York City and said, 'I can't 
believe your city, Majw. It is so 
clean and so green, but more than 
that your people are so positive!'" 
she repeal. "I smiled at him and 
said, "I can't take credit for that."

Those who can, however, are 
hundreds of "sterling examples," 
whether individuals, club^, civic 
groups (X businesseSi involved in 
Virginia Beach's Adopt-A- 
Highway, Street.

"Next year we hope to get even 
greater participation. One of the 
things that we recommend is that 
Clean the Bay Day be sort of a 
holiday; it's a Saturday, so you're 
not at work, with cleanup from 9 
a..m. to noon and a civic league 
barbecue in your own 
neighborhoods to follow." 

Honored as the "cleanest of the 
clean" of sorts, CCC Vice 
Chairman Daniel A. Baxter was 
inducted into the Virginia Beach 
Annual Environmental Hall of 
Fame for his effcnts. 

Providing the highest level of 
commitment in a volunteer, 
Baxter q)ends at least five to 10 
hours per week on Clean 
Community Commxaston-ielattd 
work. Last year he donated 800 
hours to the enckavor. 

"I think Dan perscmifies the 
highest level of commitment in 
our volunteers who help 
throughout the year," said Ruby 
Arredondo, Clean Community 
coordinator.

DeWitt Cottage gets new life as 
Wildfowl Heritage Museum

Dude — Dude — Goose. 

For several generations, 
southeastern Virginia and 
northeastern North Carolina 
have been a hotbed for 
waterfowl and hunto's alike. 

Now there is a museum to 
celebrate that heritage, and it's 
located right on the Virginia 
Beach oceanfront amidst the 
seagulls, sandpipers and other 
waterfowl. 

It is called the Atlantic 
Wildfowl Heritage Museum and 
is located at the restored 
DeWitt Cottage at 12th Street. 
> "Hiis area has been a focal

"We're 
situated right on the Atlantic 
Hyway, so we have millions of 
birds — not just ducks and 
geese, little song birds and 
hummingbirds pass through this 
area. 

"We have the barrier islands 
that have created Back Bay 
and the Chiter Banks, and these 
are icteal places for the ducks 
and geese to stop over, to 
winter over." he added. "So for 
a couple hundred years, people 
have been coming here to hunt 
, these birds and this museum is 
dedicated to that heritage." 

The museum is the brainchild

of the Back Bay Wildfowl 
Guild, whose members number 
about 200. 

"Their idea all along has 
been to gave a home 
someplace — not a clubhouse, 
but a place to have meetings 
and a museum and some place 
to go." Harvey explained. 

"They went along for 20 
years or so without anything. 
They've been having meetings 
at various places." 

The museum opened in late 
September, and is filled with 
decoys, paintings and various 
items, such as guns, related to 
watofowl hunting. 

"For the past three years, 
there has been a renovation 
going on sponsored by the 
Virginia Beach Foundation of 
the DeWitt Cottage for the 
purpose of making a place for 
the Wildfowl Guild," said 
Harvey. 

"Since the guild dbesn't have 
a big collection of its own — 
they haven't had a place to 
stwe it, of course — the idea 
has been to have articles 
loaned and the exhibits would 
be changed about once a year," 
he added. "Every museum has 
changing galleries, and so we'll 
follow through with that idea 
here." 

The DcWiu Cottage, built in 
1895, has been in a state of 



renovation for the past few 
years. 

It is now transformed into a 
museum complete with several 
exhibit rooms, a gift shop and a 
handicap accessible ramp. 

"In the summer, we have 
visitors coming back year after 
year, we'll have something 
different for them to see," said 
Harvey. "That's a pretty 
optimistic thing to do. jPutting 
an exhibit together is a lot of 
work and takes a lot of 
organization." 

With help from Fletcher 
Bryant, president of the Back 
Bay Wildfowl Guild, and Bill 
Walsh, ihc consultant curator 
who has put many of the 
exhibits logclhcr, the dream of 
a museum dedicated to the 
history of waterfowl on the 
Atlantic Coast has been 
realized. 

"This is all done by 

volunteers, and so they're trying 

to fit in putting galleries 

together — between retirement 

activities, pulling teeth if 

you're a dentist, and taking 

pictures if they're photographers 

— that's the type of people who 

are doing this work," Harvey 

noted, adding that there are just 

diree paid suff members of the 

museum.

Budding archaeologists dig into hiistory

When Brad McDonald was in 
third grade, he knew be wanted to 
be an archaeologist when he grew 
up. 

His dream came true. 

Last weekend, McDonald, who 
works in Williamsburg, shared his 
passion and knowledge of 
archaeology with children and 
their parents at the historical 
Lynnhaven Ifouse. 

"Part of archaeology is (that) 
what we dig isn't any good unless 
we relate it back to the public," 
said McDcmald as he stood in the 
damp grass outside the building. 
"It's good f(x people to see what 
we find. It gives them a better 
sense of history. October is 
Archaeology Month in Virginia, 
so we try to get out in ftvce as 
much as p(»sible." 

McDonald gave a slide 
presentation and answered 
questions about the various dig 
sites in the Hanplon Rowls area. 

For the second part of his 
presentation, he had planned to 
take the children out to or» of the 
gardens to dig for planted 
"artifacts" to give dion a sense 
(tf what archaeolc^ is dl about. 

"We wa« going to have tlwm 
dig. but with the rain «« figised it 
would be one big mud pu(klle," 
grinned Shirley Bouche of 
Lynnhaven House. "We didn't 
think the mothers wmU lite us to 
retinn dieir childm a^veted widi 
mnd." 

Instead, K&DMald q^ead out 
various pieces of pottery and 
cetmnia on d% picnic laMes out 
l^ck, wh«e tlw chiMren {wt Ae 
piec^ bade log^h«. mwh like 
Mctaert^W do itfto a (Hg. 

"Ceiaaics are predominantly 
what we find in the ground; 
becme diey dm't ^»mp(^," 



McDonald explained to the 
children. "We find a lot of 
ceramics because that's 
something many people, 
especially in the English 
settlements, had." 

McDonald watched as his 
charges sorted out like pieces of 
ceramics and began to fit them 
togedier. 

"I think not only with hands-on 
but with ceramics, they're 
actually doing something we do 
every day." McDonald noted. "I 
think most kids think what 
archaeologists do is what Indiana 
Jones does all the time. But I 
haven't been shot at yet," he 
laughed. 

A Pennsylvania native, 
McDonald received ail of his 
higher education in Virginia 
schools and has worked on 
Kveral local dig sites, including 
the one at Bayville Farms in 
Virginia Beach, which is now a 
golf course. 

"I really enjoy my job a lot," 
he noted. "Basically, it's how 
people have lived over time. A lot 
of what we learned in graduate 
school is all these flower 
di«}ries. 

"What I've learr^ in tte field 
is most p^ple art much like we 
are, and they're basically just 
trying to make it. It's neat to see 
that even though it was a long 
time ago, these people behaved 
in much the sanw ««y as «« do." 

McDonald em|Aasized Om it's 
important to teach children about 
their ancestors, and vchaeolc^ 
is one way to (k) that. 

"I think if your past has 
tcMtethinf yw CM tach and kxsk 
at, it ^ much mem ta^^ing lo 
kids, as ofqx»«l to giving them a 
bunch of dates to raonorize," he 
explained. "TTial's what it's all 
lAmt. They ^t to »% Aat peopte 
owned thinp, ami diat's Imw kids 
can s^ what they're ancestors 



were like." 

McDonald also noted that 
southeasicrn Virginia is loaded 
with history and artifacts. 

"There's a lot of stuff 
everywhere," he said. "It's a 
rarity of you go out in a field and 
don't find anything." 

He explained the method by 
which he and other archaeologists 
survey and dig a site. 

"We'll line up 50 feet apart and 
walk 25 feet, and dig a little 
hole." McDonald stated. "Then 
we'll walk aac^m 25 feet and dig 
anodio' hole. If we find something 
in a little hole, then we'll set up." 

Experience has taught them 
what signs to look fw before they 
survey, and they usually know if 
and where they might find 
somediing. 

Sharing these exp^eiKses with 
the children helps them learn. 

2^hary Graves, 9, was one of 
the children that participated in 
the event 

He carefully piroed together a 
ceramic item, fastening it with 
coteh tape to hold it together. 



"I like archaeology," said 
Graves. "I did learn how to put 
pots together, and what 
archaeologists do, and the three 
kinds of soils." 

Much like McDonald when he 
was a young boy. Graves wants to 
be an archaeologist when he 
grows up. 

"I like digging up stuff and 
finding things," said the 9-year 
old matter-of-factly, as he turned 
two pieces around to make them 
fit together. 

This event was one of many 
held at Lynnhaven house to help 
children learn about history and 
their heritage. 

"The main thing being that we 
feel as though the past is revealed 
by the artifacts they find, and 
what a lot of pec^le don't realize 
is that which was considered 
garbage in the past is what we 
call artifacts now," said BoiKhe. 

"It teaches us how our 
forefathers lived and it gives us a 
better appr«;iati<»i for how they 
learned and how they managed," 
she added.

It Takes Two 

Next week the American Red Cross, in 
partnership with the Coalition for a Smoke- 
Free VlrgUila, will launch a new program — It 
Takes Two — to reduce a minor's ability to 
illegally purchase alcohol and tobacco in 
South Hampton Roads. 

Through this new program the Red Cross 
will train area merchants in ways to make it 
more difficult for youths to purchase alcohol 
and tobacco by requiring two forms of 
identification. While it sounds relatively 
simple, this upcoming program was much 
needed. 

If you consider that young people who use 
tobacco and alcohol are 15 times more likely 
to progress to narcotic drug use than those 
who do not use these products, it's easy to see 
why a program like It Takes Two is vital to the 
future of Virginia's youths. 

It Takes Two is not about moral or 
economic issues, but enforcement of existing 
laws. State Codes 4.1-304 and 4.1-305 state 
that it is a Class 1 Misdemeanor for persons 
under age 21 to purchase or possess alcohol. 
Likewise. State Code 18.2-371.2 states that it 
is Illegal to purchase, possess, sell or freely 
distribute tobacco products to persons 18 and 
younger and is punishable by a civil penalty. 

It Takes Two comes along Just in time, 
considering these statistics: 

■ Fifty percent of eighth graders have tried 
cigarettes; 

■ A study covering 93 communities in 38 
states Indicated that 70 to 80 percent of 
merchants seU cigarettes to minors. 

■ Forty-six percent of teens say it is "very 
easy" or "fairly easy" to purchase alcohol In 
stores. 

■ In 1987, there were 3.094 alcohol-related 
accidents invol\ning drI^^rs aged 15 to 20. 

While the arguments will persist that "they'll 
always find a way to get it," It Takes Two will 
make it Just that much harder for minors to 
obtain products prohibited to them. 

It Takes Two requests that when the 
merchant doubts the age of a purchaser, he or 
she must produce a second identification to 
verify that the first is legitimate. 

It's a simple step, but a good one.

How sweet it is! Jazz, diat is. 
Developing a love fot Urn great American 
art tona with its ihythms as diverse as its 
followers — sonlfiil, sultry, bluesy ot upbeat 
— was imminait In Douglas Rhodes, vice 
president of die Tldewata Jazz Society. 

A native of Portsmoudi, he had already 
worked himself dirough a myriad of 
instruments before settling on die string bass 
while a student at I.C. Norcom High School. 
While RlKxIes quiedy admits diat he hasn't 
kept up widi die instrument over die years, 
his love of jazz has grown and grown. 

The Virginia Beach-based Ti(tewatcr Jazz 
Society, formed in 1991 from a backroom 
meeting at Uie Kempsville Liteary, is die 
perfect means in which he can indulge his 
inission. After discussing die need for jazz 
support organization in Hampton Roads, a 
general membenJiip meeting was held one 
mondi later at die fiiaiville Grill in Norfolk. 
Eighty-five jazz endiusiasts showed up, and 
the groandworic was laid. 

Rhodes, a founding member, was dicrc 
dwough it all. 

"We decided diat if we wo'e going to do 
it, it was going to be a first-class 
or^nization. Let's go for non-profit status 
and get set up for die long haul. It has been 
a labor of love. We have regular meetings 
once a month, and the Tidewater Jazz 
Society is growing by leaps and bounds." 

Trips to jazz concerts and extravaganzas, 
such as die Capitol City Jazz Fest last year, 
arc perks of membership. The society also 
(tedicates one meeting a year to community 
service by donating money to die homeless. 
They al»> hold "Bring-A- Youngster Night" 
twice a year to introduce younger 
generati(»is to die joys of jazz. 

"That's part of our mission statement: 'If 
we don't teach youngsters about jazz, it will 
die,'" Rhodes said. "We are working wiUi 
several of die schools throughout Tidewater 
setting up a jazz education series. If a 
school should contact us, we'll have a 
speaker, lecturer or group to come in fcr 
talks or perfomances. We have a pool of 
volunteers just waiting to assist Uicm. This is 
die next gei^aticm of jazz." 

Tidewater Jazz Society membership 
currently rmges from a 10-year-old to an 
octogenarian. Professions represented are 
just as diverse as die spectrum. There is 
simply no way to describe a typical jazz 
lover. 

There have also been quite a few 
converts, those who thought Uiey never 
would have followed die smoodi sounds of 
Billie Holiday, Miles Davis and Dizzy 
Gillespie. They diought wrong. Rhodes, in 
fact, has turned on many of his co-workers at 
Norfolk Naval Shipyard to his brand of 
music. 
Rhodes got hooked 30 years ago. 
"It was 1964 when my brother went off in 
die Army." he remembered fondly. "He said, 
Ixxdc, I want you to take care of my albums 
f(v me.' Well, he had about 200, and I got to 
listening to tlwm. I was playing string bass 
at the time and would emulate some of the 
bass players on die music. I just had a ball 
wiUi it" 

Although Rhodes inherited his brodicr's 
love of jazz, it was not the case with die 
recwds. 

"When he came back from Vietnam, he 
quickly claimed his collection back," he 
grinned. "But I was hooked and have been 
ever since. " 

His favoltes span the decades, from jazz' 
evoluticm to the contempcHtury sounds. 

"No matter what my mood or how my day 
has gone at wwk, I can come home, throw 
some music on die CD player and in 10 or 
15 muiutes be ready to deal widi die family. 
To me, it's like Uiming on a light. It gives 
me the en»-gy to go on and k^js me calm 
and cool. I get my therapy all day long 
listening to jazz."

All teenagers need is a little 
love and understanding, 
Virginia Beach JCPenney 
associate Evelyn Etheridge 
says, and she has plenty to 
give. 

As founder and director of 
Community Development of 
Hampton Roads, Etheridge 
organizes a variety of programs 
in an effort to curb drug abuse, 
teen pregnancy, teen violence 
and high dropout rates. 

Recruited by both schools 
and social services agencies 
alike to teach at-risk students 
the benefits of staying in school 
as well as the harsh realities of 
life without an education, 
Etheridge donates more than 
100 hours each month "to help 
save our children." 

For her efforts, Etheridge has 
received the James Cash 
Penney Grand Award for 
Education. As a winner, 
Etheridge received a $10,000 
grant fo' her organization and a 
specially commissioned crystal 
award. Across the nation, active 
and retied JCPenney associates 
volunteered more than 130,000 
hours last year, the equivalent 
of donating more than $1.5 
million dollars to their 
organizations. 

To reach as many young 
people as possible, Etheridge 
volunteers in a variety of 
setting. She single-handedly 
plans and wganizes an annual 
Job Fair, bringing local 
businesses, colleges and young 



people together. Last year's 
event landed jobs for 120 
people. "Some kids don't know 
how to find a job, interview, fill 
out an application or write a 
resume," she said. 

"I'm also very strict about the 
Job Fair dress code," she 
added. "No shorts, no jeans, no 
tennis shoes. I want to teach 
them how to dress to impress 
people." 

Besides the job fair, 
Etheridge is a volunteer 
consultant with Junior 
Achievement of Greater 
Hampton Roads Inc. and has 
taught the organization's 
Economics of Staying in School 
program. Targeted primarily 
toward at-risk students, ESS is 
a series of four classroom 
activities designed to teach 
middle school students the 
economic realities and the 
personal and social impact 
dreeing out of school has on a 
person. 

Many days before work, 
Etheridge stops by to visit 
Coronado School, an 
alternative school for pregnant 
adolescents, another one of her 
passions. Etheridge has helped 
raise money to purchase school 
supplies and lockers, traveled 
to the governor's office to speak 
on the school's behalf, regularly 
visits the students, and 
launched a one-woman crusade 
to acquire computers and 
software for the classrooms, 
according to principal Vandelyn

"Even though Mrs. Etheridge 
is not a parent of a student 
here, she is a friend to 
Coronado in the truest sense of 
the word," Whitehurst said. 
"She is cominitted to helping 
the young ladies attain the best 
education possible while at 
Coronado." 

Lack of parental 
involvement at Coronado was 
enough to spur Etheridge' s 
involvement. 

"A friend of mine had a 
daughter here, and I would visit 
with her," she said. "However, 
a lot of parents wouldn't come 
out and help out at the school. 
Even if kids 'make a mistake 
they need to know the 
importance of staying in school. 
They need to know somebody 
still cares, I've taken on the 
role in many cases ,of a 
surrogate parent." 

And if that wasn't enough, 
Etheridge also schedules 
Saturday forums for local teens 
at the church. Discussion topics 
reflect the real-life problems 
teenagers face and how to 
overcome them. She invites the 
FBI to talk about crime or the 
police department to talk about 
drug abuse. 

"I tell them there's nothing 
you can't do. If you want to be 
a lawyer, just do it. If you want 
to be a nurse, do it. If you want 
to be an architect, do it. 
Someone needs to tell kids 
what they can do, not what they 
can't."

Wildfowl museum something to quack about

Two of Ae exhibits feature 
computerized simiii^f^g 

Chw gives peofde a chance to 
test their knowledge of w^er 
fowl, by identifying various 
species. 

The second is a paint by 
touch program, which allows a 
person to pick a color and 
literally paint a decoy on the 
computer screen. 

Every weekend, and 
sometimes during the week, a 
genuine decoy carver cocoes in 
to demcMistrate actual carving. 

"They like to cone in." said 
Harvey. "One mw came in and 
brought a student with him. 
They stopped and chatted and 
visited with people who came 
in." 

One exhibit demonstrates the 
evolution of decoy making, 
from early days to modem 
sculptures. 

Harvey walked over to one 
decoy, a goose, grinned and 
shook his head in disbelief. 

"If you shot a Canadian 
Goose in the marsh and had it 
stuff'ed and mounted. I don't 
think you could make it lode as 
real as this does," he said. 
"This is carved out of wood. 
The detail is magniflcent" 



Evnything in the museum is 
on loan, including the decoys. 
Harvey said it was not very 
difficult for the guild to come 
up with enough exhibits to All 
the spa(», but it did lake some 
woriL 

"I think they knew whose 
work they wanted, and the 
hardest part was making 
contact, and explaining," 
Harvey noted. "The 
contemporary carters — this is 
a commerci^ vulture for them. 
When they loan it (a decoy) 
out to us for a year, that's a 
marketing piece or revenue 
they could be making." 

Also in the museum is a 
tribute to the hunters of 
watHfiml. 

"Tfot just spwtsmen, not just 
guys diat like to sit out in the 
rain and wait for ducks to fly 
over, but market hunters," he 
explained. "Back in the days 
before environmental concern, 
people were more concerned 
with making a living. We 
thought we had an endless 
supply of natural resources. 

"Nbricet hunters would go out 
and shoot as many birds in a 
day a& they could and this is 
how they made their living. 
They would sell their take for 



the day to the restaurants and 
markets in cities tot he north — 
Baltimore, D.C and New York 
— and all along die shore to 
the sounds of the south that 
were imtia islands." 

Harvey said that market 
hunters, while no longer in 
existence, are miamdei^ood. 

'It sounds like they would go 
out and shoot anything with 
feather," Harvey grinned. "Bui 
things were different back 
then." 

Now. he said, hunters are 
taking more responsibility for 
the preservation of waterfowl. 
Most of the restrictions upon 
hunting arc self-imposed. 

"If it weren't for the duck 
hunters, the population would 
be in much wcvse shape now," 
he added. 

But the museum isn't just 
geared toward adults and their 
concerns. 

Harvey is planning a few 
programs for children. 

One of the first will be on 
early American decoys using 
grasses and materials much like 
the Indians did. 

"You want to do everything 
at one when you^rc brand new," 
he said. 

But he plans to start simple, 



adding p-ojects one or two at a 
time. 

There will also be a boat 
building project outside in a 
shed (Ml Uie DeWitt property. 
While the project is not quite 
under way, the boat builder 
overseeing the project is getting 
started by building a 
wtakbench. Next they will start 
on the boat 

"There are lots of things for 
people to see and I think it's a 
pretty good combination of fun, 
entertainment and education," 
Harvey said. "There are lots of 
reasons for pe(q)le to come in 
and walk through. 

"It's one of the best exhibits 
of true American Folk Art diat 
diere is," said Harvey. "I look 
at this as a little jewel here 
because of the collection that 
we have here." 

The Atlantic Wildfowl 
Heritage Museum is open 
Tuesday through Saturday from 
10 am. - 5 p.m. and on Sundays 
from noon - 5 p.m. It is closed on 
Mondays. Admission is currently 
free. After Nov. 1, is will cost $2 
fo' adults, $150 for seniors and 
military and $1 for students.

Princess Anne Middle 
School seventh grade ad- 
vviced comiwter students re- 
cently learned about a new 
program. "Micro Worlds 
Project Builders." 

Tliis is an advanced version 
of Logo, a program which 
teaches beginning program- 
ming. 

The first thing the students 
did was to go outside and 
make a simple maze on the 
cement, using yam. One stu- 
dent was blindfolded, while a 
second student directed 
him/her to walk through the 
maze. In doing this, students 
learned to make their direc- 
tions m(H« precise, telling the 
blindfolded person to move 
forward a certain number of 
ste{» and tuni a given number 
of degrees.

Rosemont site picked 
for new Human 
Services Buiiding

Virginia Beach City Council 
apparently has settled on the 
Rosemont Commerce I^uk site as 
the location for its new social ser- 
vices uid public health building. 

At a council wosk session 1\ks- 
day, council by consensus deci- 
ded to pursue the Runnymede 
Corporation's offer to build the 
building on the corporation's site 
at RiHemont Commerce- PBiic and 
lease it to die city fot a period of 
20y^rs. 

The lease would have no 
clause allowing the city to pur- 
chase the prop^ty for a nmninal 
fee (a dollar) at the end of die 20- 
ycar period to keep ihe project el- 
igible for up to 27 percent of dK 
cost in Federal funds. David 
Grochmal, Genoal Services di- 
rector, said the city would not be 
eligible for the money if a provi- 
sicm f<x the ultimate purchase of 
the building is ma<te. 

Councilman Louis Jones was 
one of two councilmembers — 
die odier was W.W. Harrison Jr. 
— who were against Uic Rose- 
mont Road site. Jones said he did 
not like the idea of paying rent for 
20 years and ending up with noUi- 
ing. At die end of die 20-yeai pe- 
riod die city would have to rene- 
gotiate die lease or purchase die 
buildmg. 

The OMincil was presented with 
three alternatives — building on 
die city owned {vesent site of die 
social services building on Vir- 
ginia Beach Boulevard, leasing 
die Celebration Station Building 
and site (mi Virginia Beach Boule- 
-vard and the Rosemont Road site. 
The Rc^omcNit Road optim tuu 
the towest net cc^ — $17.1 mil- 
lion over 20 years for a 75,000 
square-foot building large raough 
for a social services only, and 
$18.1 million for a 105.000 
square-foot building large enough 
for both die social services and 
healdi departments. 

The costs for a building on die 
present 5.028 acre city-owned site 
are $25.6 million and $37.1 mil- 
lion. Much of die additional com 
is involved in removing the pre- 
sent building, finding interim 
space and interim paridng and Ae 
necessity for a parking garage if 
die large budding is selected. 

The total cost for CelebraticMi 
Statiw w(Mld range from $27.S 
million using a building renova- 
tion estimate of $27 a square foot 
to $34.4 million using a building 
renovation estimate of $52 per 
square foot. Grochmal said diat 
the owners want to lease die en- 
tire building which wcnUd mean 
that the city would have to find 
other agencies to use the ^ditio- 
nal space. 



The Runnymede proj^t would 
provide 8.S2 acres fw die smaller 
project and 10.5 acres fiw die lar- 
ger; 

Council directed Groclunal to 
return in 60 days widi a pnqwsal 
on the R(»em(mt Road ate. 

One of the attractions of die 
R(^moiu site is die developer's 
ability to lave a building ready 
for occiqnncy widiin 13 nKmdu. 

The project is urgent because 
of the c<Midition of the current so- 
cial services building and was de- 
layed after council had to aban- 
don a site in Larkspur because of 
the objecti(»is of n^iby residents. 

If the Rosemont ptopetty is 
leased, Grochmal said that the 
city can sell its present site for $3 
million. The figure was built into 
die cost estimates. 

Vice Mayor William D. Ses- 
soms Jr. said diat te was "more 
confused dian I was." He asked 
idx)ut an qition to buy Celebra- 
tion Station and was told the cost 
was $6.9 mUliOn. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
said diat the cost was computed 
over 20 years and at die end of 
die 20 years die city would still 
have an old building. 

Grochmal also explained diat 
lease widi an option to buy is 
considered a purchase and in diis 
case the city could not get money 
from die Federal government. He 
said diat die State potentially will 
also give the city some money — 
80 percent fcM' the rent 

Councilwranan Barbara Henley 
said that she was satisfied with 
die staflf proposal and was con- 
cerned "we're dragging out this 
process. The budding lueds to be 
huilL"

Canoeists get back to nature at False Cape State Park

The full moon provides about 
the only light for the eight 
canoeists maneuvering through 
Back Bay's dark waters. Hie

Spooky spirits come out every Halloween, 
but they don't always appear as ghosts and 
goblins. That's because an accident can turn a 
- ni^t of hl^ spirits into tragedy. 

As adults and children aUke look forward^ to 
the ftin of All Hallow's Eve. they should 
consider everything from safe costumes to 
■wimt kind of treats to pass out. Howe^r, folks 
should educate themselves about safety on 
this day. 

The National Safety Council has provided a 
few guidelines to make this haunting holiday a 
howling — and safe — success: 

■ Tell children that 
treats must not be eaten 
until they get home. Be 
sure to carefully Inspect 
all goodies. Inquire with 
the local hospital to see 
whether they can X-ray 
treats. But also assure 
children that getting 
poisoned candy Is largely 
a myth and occurs 
rarely.

■ Tell children to stay out of the street, 
except to cross and then at pedestrian 
crossings. 

There U no real "trick" to making Hal- 
loween costumes safe, yet fun. However, this 
aspect of the holiday has Its own set of 
guidelines. Halloween dangers aren't from 
witches and goblins, but instead from 
costume designs that can create a trlck-or- 
treatlng hazard. Safe-proof your child's 
costume ahead of time: 

■ Only fire-retardant materials should be 
used for costumes; 

■ Be sure costumes are loose enough so that 
warm clothes can be vmm underneath and 
still allow freedom of movement. 

■ Costumes should not be so long that they 
create a tilpping hazard. Falls are tiie leading 
cause of injury on Halloween. 

■ Plan costumes early. Choose outfits made 
with light- colored materials. Strips of retro- 
reflective tape can be used to make children 
even more visible. . 

■ For youngsters under 12, attach their 
name, address and telephone number Inside 
the clothing. 

■ Masks can obstruct vision. Facial make-up 
is much safer and comfortable. 

■ Knives, swords and other accessories 
should be made from cardboard or 
flexible/foam materials. 

■ Finally, carry flashlights to help children 
see better. 

And remember the Halloween Safety Rap: 
On Halloween across the land, all kids want a 
costume that's grand. So grab your cape and 
witch's broom, but don't forget that dangers 
loom! — V.E.H.

Green b«ns again? No more peas, jdease! 
And jiat Ik>w nuny timu csi one eat \aked 
potatoes? 

The quest U« culinary cieadvity has long 
stumped mmy a ctxk challenged wUi die 
task of putting two vegetsMes and a starch 
on the dinner table, but v/ony no kinger. 
Virginia Beach r^idrat and audwr Sallie Y. 
Williams has solved dutt iHoldan widi her 
new book, "Vegetables on the Side: Hie 
Complete Guide (o Buying and CocAing.' 

In an easy-to-follow, enjoyable read, 
Williams takes cooks in aljrtiabetical order 
through more diaii 100 Idnds of vegetal^, 
greens and beans, Irom die much-maligned 
brussel spam to the [mzzling i^nnip. Mcne 
than 400 traditional and contemporary 
recipes are offered to help make even die 
novice cook a verit^e vegetable whiz. 

But creating and kitclwn-tesdng diat many 
recipes can prove a daunting task — even 
for a culinary expert like WiUiams, who has 
authored five other recipe books and a guide 
to food presentadcHi. 

During die two years diat "Vegetables on 
the Side" was in the making, her condo 
kitchen became a laboratory of sorts for 
everydiing from Mexican Lentil Salad to 
Sweet-and-Sour Okra. One can only imagine 
die temifting smells diat wafted dirough her 
neighbras' wuidows! 

"Each was tested at least race, and I use 
die same kind of codcwaie diat you would 
find in your house," Williams said. "Can it 
get messy? Oh, yes, eqiecially if I am doing 
two (H- three recipes in one day. It can be 
complicated because frequently a recipe 
will have to be tested two or duee times if it 
doesn't come out the way you want it The 
neighbors do eat a lot, and my parents try 
everything." 

Compiling a recipe collection also 
requires hours and hours of meticulous 
investigation. 

"There is a lot of research involved, not 
just in putting die recipes togedior, but in 
learning about die vegetables fiom scratch. 
There is notiiing in this book that can't be 
found here in Hampton Roads. I was very 
careful because there are other vegetables 
not included, because in certain odier parts 
of die country diey would be difficult to 
find." Williams explained from her home 
near the Virginia BMch oceanfiont. 

As for those veggies at the produce 
counts — kohlrabi, jicama, plantains and 
others — which you haven't die foggiest 
idea of dieir uses, Williams explaitis diem, 
too. 

"Even if you ju^ want U> know die basic 
preparation, diere are at least two or Hact 
recipes for each vegeisbb aside from the 
staiulard boiled, baked, rsashed or fried. If 
you see Uiat funny Lhir.^ in die store diat 
looks like a Sputiiik — kohlrabi — in die 
grocery store, you can bring it home and see 
what to do with it." 

And how about the eggplant, whose 
possibilities would seem to end at Eggplant 
Parmesan? No so, contends Williams, who 
collected more than a dozen recipes fcH* this 
vegetable. She offered one of ter personal 
favorites from "Vegetables on the Si(te" as 
an example: 

Eggplant Cannelloni 

Best served with gritted ItdUm sausages. 
Makes six to eight servings. 

Ingredients: 

■ Two medium-size eggplants, trimmed 
and sliced lengthwise into one-fourth-inch 
slices 

■ Olive oil 

■ Two cups skim milk ricotta cheese 

■ One-fourth cup freshly-grated Parmesan 
cheese, plus additional for serving 

■ One cup chopped fresh parsley, or 
chopped cooked spinach 

■ Two cloves garlic, pressed 

■ One cup grated mozzarella cheese, or 
fontina 

■ Oac large egg, beaten 

■ Salt and fieshly-ground black pepper 

■ One cup tomato sauce (preferably 
homemade) 

Preheat the broiler. Brush one side of each 
eggplant slice with olive oil. Arrange the 
slices, oiled dde up, in one layer on a baking 
sheet. Broil luail just golden, two to three 
minutes. Turn the slices over, brush with olive 
oil and broil another two to three minutes. 
Remove the baking sheet from the oven and 
cool tHe eggfHant. 

Preheat the oven to 350 degrees. Lightly oil 
a medium-sise gratin dish. In a medium-me 
bowl, beat together the ricotta, Parmesan, 
parsley, garlic, mozzarella, egg, salt (uid 
pepper. Spoon some of the cheese mixture 
along the short edge of mch eg^UM slice. 
Roll up the slices jellyroll fashion and 
arrange, seam ride down, in the prepared 
dish. Repeat w<(A tUl the ^es. aranging the 
rolls side by ride. Dr^tk mth a tittle more 
olive oil. 

Cover the dish with foil at^ bake 25 
mdiuMs, Remove thefM. Spoon rAe tomato 
tmia over the roUtmdb^tmdl the mmce is 
biJMng, dboM to mmutes kmgo'. Serve very 
hot with the additional grated Parmesan 
cheese.

widi codcing began early on as her fadier's 
jcb moved them around the wwld. 

"I started learning from my modier, who 
was a very talented cook. Of course, when 
she got married she couldn't boil water, but 
moving all around she was very adventurous 
and always trying new dishes," she 
reminisced. 

After getting married. Williams studied 
cooking at die Cordon Bleu in Paris, later 
becoming director of LaVarennc Cooking 
School. Back in die United States, she was 
editm- of The Forbes Magazine Restaurant 
Guide in New York, which entailed eating 
out three times a day. 

"Actually, it was very hard work," she 
smiled. "1 had to go to every restaurant 
included in die guide; we wrote about die 
food, the wines and atmosphere of 
restaurants all over the United States. We 
went to small places, large places, places 
diat had only six tables, everydiing." 

Williams audiored her first book, "The Art 
of Presenting Food," in 1981 and discovered 
her flair for writing. "Vegetables on the 
Side" is her sevendi such book. She is toying 
with the idea of an eighth for people who 
cook in very small kitchens. 

'People are very busy, but still like to 
have guests for dinner. Yet they don't have 
the time and space to cook all day and don't 
want to spend all weekend cooking. It's 
running around in my head, but I haven't 
quite figured out how to present it" 

In addition to her culinary pursuits, 
WiUiams is a member of the Virginia Beach 
General Hospital Auxiliary, French- 
American Aid for Children, and the 
International Association of Culinary 
Professionals. She serves as a hospitid 
volunteer. She is dxgraduate of Camp 
LeJeune High School la^NorUi Carolina, 
Sweetbriar College and Uie)*arsons School 
for Art in New York City.

Separation agreement protects people 
from more than 'just a bad hair day* 



A frequent question posed is. 
"My spouse and I are getting a 
divorce. Do we need a separation 
agreement?" 

If it looked like rain, would you 
take an umbrella? No law says 
you have to, but you'll feel better 
if you do. 

Of course, a separation 
agreement costs a lot more than 
an umbrella, but then it protects 
you from more than just a bad 
hair day.

■ Property division — This is 
what most people expect from a 
separation agreement. Who gets 
the house? If neither one of you 
can afford the Mortgage and it's 
going to be sold, how will the 
profit (ot loss) be split? Who gets 
which vehicle? What about the 
division of your pension? You can 
negotiate all this before the 



divorce, instead of letting a 
judge's decision surprise you. 

■ Child support — Whatever 
you agree to, the court in Virginia 
must make sure it is at least the 
amount required by law.

It is. often times, no easy. Jewish 
parents, ever mindful that their 
(Children give themselves the 
opportunity to meet other eligible 
Jews, have traditionally sought 
new avenues. 

Enter Lonnie McLeod of 
Virginia Beach. In recent months, 
along with husband. Herman. 
Lonnie has been knocking on the 
doors of Hampton Roads religious 
congregations and is about to 
debut the Knosh Cafe, which 
promises to be a new meeting 
place for Jewish singles. 

The non-profit, community 
undertaking is being supported by 
area congregations (although it is 
intended as a social evening), 
along with the Untied Jewish 
Federation of Tidewater. 

On Sunday, Oct 22 beginning 
at 7 p.m., Jewish singles 21 years 
or older can come together in a 
comfortable, coffee house 
environment, one that was 
created at the Kempsville 
Conservative Congregation (952 
Indian Lakes Blvd., Virginia 
Bcioh). 



An unstructured three hour set 
of activities will be available, 
which have been prepared by a 
planning group of Jewish singles. 
Traditional Jewish foods and 
snacks will be served during the 
evening. The cafe will initially be 
open bi-weekly. 

The McLeods came upon the 
idea for the Knosh Cafe in the 
course of observing the social 
habits of their two sons, Pcrrin. 
28. and Quinn, 26. They see in 
the cafe a vehicle for creating a 
valued social environment not 
only for their sons, but of course 
for others, one that can be a 
vehicle to help preserve the 
religious culture into the next 
generation. 

Said Lonnie. "The Knosh Cafe 
is not a matchmaking thing, but it 
that should haippea, it's not such a 
bad thing, is it?" 

Lonnie McLeod is no stranger 
to starting up new endeavors. She 
was at one time involved in the 
beginnings of the Maury High 
School Drill Team and later in 
bringing the Norfolk chapter of 
the Dental Hygiene Association 
into l)eing.

The low point came late one 
night when her car broke down on 
the dark, deserted access road. 
She didn't have a flashlight, and 
when she realized that she was 
the only human for miles around 
she began walking, then running 
northward, toward Sandbridge's 
paved roads, street lights and 
telephones. 

"It can get very scary down 
there at night," she said. 

Private cars are prohibited on 
the beach and access roads 
leading into the park, so Ellis 
transports those who ar 
participating in her pn^iams by 
bus from Little Island Park. 

Otherwise, the only access to 
the park is by bike, on foot or by 
canoe from Back Bay Wildlife 



Refuge or a public canoe 
launching site. Primitive 
campsites are available but 
campers must bring their own 
water because there's no fresh 
water available in the park. 

"it's quite a ways to go, but it's 
worth it to get to camp out on the 
beach." said Ellis. 

Activities scheduled for the rest 
of the fall include day cmoeinps 
Oct. 21. Nov. 11 and Nov. 18, a, 
bike tour Oct. 28 uid a moonlight 
canoe trip Nov. 4. Ellis hopes to 
expand the programs next spring, 
and the park rangers are also 
looking for volunteers to help 
clear trails, build shelters, man 
the contact stations or assist with 
a wide range of other jobs.

Strange what our lives are 
made of! Think of all the times 
that apparently random, minor 
events have been the stepping 
stones to different tomorrows! 

One day 12 years ago, a 
successful trial lawyer who was 
campaigning for re-election as a 
city councilman in his hometown 
of New Orleans decided to pause 
and help one of his thr^ children 
with a little request. 

Iheat was just the beginning of 
the transformation of Brod Bagert, 
lawyer and city official, into Brod 
Bagert. poet, as he wrote "The 
Night I Caught the Burglars" for 
his 9-year-old daughter, Colette, 
to perform in a school elocution 
(oratory) contest. 

Life would never be quite the 
same afterward for him ot the rest 
of his family. 

Where he had paused that 
afternoon 12 years ago, she had 
pressed on. "She went 'Dadd-ee,' 
and that did it," said Bagert "I 
was in the middle of an election, 
and then I lost the election, but 
she w(xi the elocutim oxitest. 

"I discovered that I had these 
wonderful children, and that I had 
been missing it," he said. 

He 'Was in Virginia Beach last 
week to share that message with 
perhq}8 several budding young 
poets. 

While poetry is not as 
remunerative as the legal 
[vofession, it has provided him a 
(toirent living.

endless energy and a relentlessly 
active mind, when Bagert is not 
performing his poetry, he is 
playing constant games with 
words. Meeting the reporter from 
the Virginia Beach Sun before his 
first performance that day brought 
out from him. "I'm from the 
Moon. Fly me to the Moon with 
the lady from the Sun," he joked. 

During performance of his 
works, Bagert does not read his 
poems. He acts them out as he 
speaks them. Tossing props with 
carefully planned artistry and 
occasionally mimicking the 
omeriness of a small child as he 
tells his poems to the students, he 
gets and keeps everyone's 
amused attention. 
"To enjoy poems out loud, say 
them with expression so that you 
enjoy die poetry." 

And then there are the poems 
themselves. If the children he 
writes about seem like real 
children, it's because he has 
based them on real children who 
don't always get along with their 
siblings instead of on idealized 
beings who are in love with their 
swings. 

"When I write for children, I 
concentrate on a single powerful 
feeling that occurs in a real 
child," he said. 

"I try to have die poems have a 
suxy content, and I try to make 



them funny because our emotions 
are more easily taken with a dose 
of humor. AH have serious 
content, and I believe the 
seriousness is more easily 
communicated dirough the mask 
of comedy. The technique is 
driven tonranl m^ng these kids 
become orally articulate."

Council supports 
homeless shelter

llie city will be soliciting fno- 
posals fw a homeless dieller mid 
detox ccatet which will be owned 
by the city, but operated by a 
MHi-profit (»'ganizatk)n. 

The promts has (frawn broad 
support ftom Virginia Beach City 
Council, which Tuesday by con- 
Mnsus directed City Manager 
James K. Spore to solicit RFPs 
(requests for proposals) frmn or- 
ganizations interested in operat- 
ing the facilities. 

This will be the first city-owned 
homeless shelter and emphasis 
mUbe on the homeless single po- 
flSIStfe^^he capital costs of the 
project will be financed by a 
$800,000 grant from the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban I>eve- 
lopment (HUD) Appropriations 
Act for fiscal 1995. 

Dr. Dennis J. Wool, director of 
the city's mental health, mental 
retardation and substance abuse 
Iffograms for the Community Ser- 
""^ces Board said that he did not 
think that all of the money would 
be needed for the homeless detox 
project and that any remaining 
funds could be used to shelter 
homeless,, families. The grant 
money, however, cannot be used 
for operating expenses. 

In making its decision, council 
supports the recommendation of 
the special Homeless Advisory 
Committee which envisions a 
shelter serving approximately 100 
persons a day with food, in-hour 
house supportive services and re- 
ferral services. 

The committee had recommen- 
ded that the city i(tentify the most 
acceptable site, purchase it, and 
accept bids from potential apcn- 
tors to operate the building and 
provide the services identified in 
the anproved (xausa mmn p eiL ^ - 

The biggest (^tacle to the pro- 
ject is the selection of the site 
which is likely to meet objections 
from neaiby resictents. 

Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr. 
objected to language subjecting 
the plan to finding a acceptable 
site. He said the city stould find 
the site and locate the center 
"and someone will get mad." 

Among the issues to be deci- 
ded, said Andrew Friedman, di- 
rector of Housing and Community 
Development, are the scope of 
the program, the space and who 
should op»ate the programs. 

Wool said that the detox center 
is needed because it is no longer 
a pilot program — it has been in 
existence for 10 years — and 
needs a facility seven days a 
week and 24 hours a day. 

MaycH' Meyera Obemdorf said 
that a number of interested groups 
have notified the city of their in- 
terest. 



All of these groups are hu'd- 
woiking, said councilman John A. 
Baum, "but I dm't want to get in- 
volved in choosing between 
them." 

The people who will be served 
are those in Uie winter shelter pro- 
gram, Friedman said. 

Hie winter shelter im}gram is a 
partnership between the city, a 
local non-profit organization an 
area churches and synagogues 
serving the homeless population 
since bef(»« 1990. Fun(ted by the 
Community Development Block 
Grant, State and other funds, it is 
operated at a location and are 
transported to a religious institu- 
tion which provides a sleeping 
area and often food. These institu- 
tions want the city to provide a 
permanent facility. 

Daytime shelter is not avail- 
able, so homeless persons have 
also caused problems at the 
Oceanfront public library. They 
have been camping in the woods 
and undeveloped areas around the 
oceanfront 

Friedman said that the home- 
less will receive apfffopriate as- 
sistance to help them leave the 
homeless ranks. Without a speci- 
fic facility to take care of these 
needs, he said, the city would 
have just a d(»initory. 

Teresa Stanley, chairman of 
the Homeless Committee, said 
that the winter shelter was church 
affiliated and had regulations with 
various levels of penalties for in- 
firacticms. "Hiey know we are the 
bottom line. Because churches 
have been involved we don't have 
a lot of behavior {soblems." 

Lacking daytime hours, she 
said, has handicapped workers 
helping the homeless. 

Obemdwf said tint the city is 
n e w Iked with flndingfRMSerr^ 
homeless fiunilies. 

Baum said that be didn't think 
a program for homeless adults 
would mix with a {M'ogram for 
homeless families. 

Obemdorf said that taking on 
the responsibility is difficult when 
you see the experiences else- 
where. But during cold, very in- 
clement weather, "it's hard to 
turn away people. You can't say 
there's no place fcH- you." She 
said that last year, Social Servi- 
ces Director Daniel M. Stone 
opened up the Social Services 
building to take care of the home- 
less.

Crowder, 
which has previously done work 
mi die water project teg the city, 
is located in Morrisville. N.C., 
and was low bidden at 
$12,392,150 (the en^ncer's esti- 
mate was $12.5 million) for the 
pump station and two miles of 
pipe. 

Hk cmly Tidewat^ firm awar- 
ded a contr«;t was Mid Eastern 
Builders Inc. of Chesapeake, 
which submitted the low bid of 
$3,379,700 for three hydraulic 
control structures. 

Wayne Phelps, project engi- 
neer with the Public UtUitkss De- 
partment, said that ctMtractoa 
widi the cq»Mlities fv the work 
are ml iMMd kjcaUy. MU EMism 
Itts the smallest contract of die 
seven, but nielps said that the 
com(»ny s^ms to be an up and 



commg contracted. 

One firm, J.D. Stephois Inc., of 
Stone Mountain, Ga., was awar- 
ded contracts for three projects for 
74 miles of buried pipe — two 
other c(Mitractors share in that part 
of the work, Gamey Companies, 
Inc., of Kansas City, Mo., and 
Rockdale Pipeline Inc., of Con- 
yws, Ga. 

The Stephens' contr»;ts were 
for $16,265,140.60 compared to 
the engineer's estimate of 
$19,810,000, $16,973302.80 com- 
pared to the engineer's estimate 
of $18,680,000 and 
$15,520,500.20 c(»npared to the 
engineer's estimate of 
$17,230,000. 

Carney's contract was for 
$17,265,093 — the engineer's es-

Aside from pledging to return all 
lottery profits to localities and 
requiring i^rents to be notified when 
a girl under 18 seeks an abortion, 
Republicans have stuck with 
generalities and aren't making a big 
deal of their "contract" with voters.

The city 
of Virginia Beach is considoed a 
Tier II City along with Norfdk and 
the Newport News area and is«, 
working 
toward a 
"OeanCity" 
status. 

The EnCT- 
gy Policy Act 
(EPACT) of 
1992 re- 
quires that a 
por lion of all 
large fleets 
(20 or more 
vehicles) use 
alternative 
fuels by 
1999. AI- 
tonative fu- 
els are motor 
fuels that are 
used as an 
alternative to 
gasoline and 
diesel fuel and the enactment of this 
policy is one step toward the provision 
of high air quality for everyone. 

The use of ccmventional fuels such 
as gasoline or diesel has caused 
concern over the years due to 
increased air pollution, cost 
fluctuations from dependence on 
foreign imports and the costs of 
maintaining underground storage 
tanks to contain these fuels and the 
environmental clean up from these 
tanks when they leak. Gasoline 
powoed vehicles consume 50% of 
the petroleum used in the United 
States and represents the single largest 
coitribution to air pollution. 

The use of alternative fuels would 
addressall of the concons motioned; 
clean air, costs and lowered Utility 
from a reduced number of 
underground storage tanks. For a 
limited time, for purchasing an 
alternative fuel vehicle, these 
incentives are being offered: 

■ Federal Income Tax dediK;tion 
of $2,000 pCT vehicle. 

■ Virginia State Income Tax credit 
wcmh $M0 per vehicle.

following explains a litde about the 
different types of alternative fuels: 

Methanol is known as methyl 
alcohol. This fuel is a colorless liquid 
made from natural has. It is mixed 
with gasoline to create M85 (85 
percent methanol and IS percent 
gasoline). Methanol bums clean but 
it is corrosive and loxic and can 
contamin^ ground water. Generally, 
methanol costs more than gasoline. 
Since methanol is stored in 
underground talks there is a liability 
from any leaks. 

Ethanol is a liquid made from com 
and otha grains and is mixed with 
gasoline to create £85 (85) ethanol 
and 15 percent gasoline). 

E85 is cleaner than gasoline but 
costs mme and has a lowo- miles per 
gallon rating, the most common term 
mostpet^le hear of relating toethanol 
is Gasohol. This is sold commercially 
but it contains only 10 percent and 
therefore is not considered an 
alternative fuel. There is also the 
liability of clean up from leaking 
underground stoage tanks containing 
this fuel. 

Proline is both reflned from crude 
oil and derived from the natural gas 
production process. It is a gas in its 
natural state but liquefies under 
pressure. It is cleaner than gasoline. 
The price tends to fluctuate with that 
of crudeoil and it's fubireavailabiUty 
is uncertain since it is often imported 
from other countries. It is somewhat 
hazardous, as a leak of propane tends 
to pool instead of dissipate the way 
compressed natural gas does. 

Reformulated Gasoliiw eliminates 
heavy metals, and reduces benzene, 
hydro-carbons and other toxic 
compounds. It iscleanerbumingthan 
regular gasoline products, however it 
is felt diat to keep this fuel burning as 
cteanly as possible, frequent engine 
time ups are necessary. Since this 
fuel is stored in underground stooge 
tanks there is a liability from any 
lealo: that may occur. 

Electricity is the cleanest burning 
of altonati ve fuels in that there are no 
tail pile emissions from battery 
powered vehicles. Such vehicles 
inclutte cars, trucks, buses and boats. 
They are qukt and the fuel is readily 
available through regular electric^ 
outlets. 

The batteries are expensive and 
because they are heavy ti% range of 
travel for the vehicle is very limited.

For retired family nurse practitioner 
Muriel IbndfdHd of Virginia Beach, clay 
truly was die way.

Possessing a flair for die creative for as 
Img for as she can remember, Handftnd 
recalled as a little girl turning even banal 
lK»ieworic alignments into works of art widi 
elaboately-sketched cover pages. 

"Hie odi» kids always said I was trying to 
make iq> to die teach», but it wasn't diat at 
all. It was diat I loved trying to make 
smnething pretty. It was just in my nature," 
she reminisced. "I just always loved art, but 
never had die chance to be exposed to it in 
any degree until after I was married." 

Handford. who tried her hand later in life 
at painting, candle making, sculpture and 
odier artistic endeavors, discovered h^ true 
calling after retiring in 1984. 

"I went into a fiink, I guess is die word. I 
kept diinking, "What am I going to do?' So 
when I received a l»ochure £rom die Virginia 
Beach Center for die Arts, I told my husband 
I diought I would enjoy working with clay. 
He said, "Please do!'" 
It was love at flrst touch. 
"I had a litde ball of clay in my hands to 
mold, coil, pinch and feel. It was a love 
affair at first sight. I have been totally 
absorbed in clay ever since," Handford said. 
Her devotion took her to die Arts Center 
every day diat she possibly could, where she 
would work from opening to closing. 
Eventually, a spacious outbuilding in her 
back yard, which she dubbed Expressions in 
Clay, became studio and home to her 
passion. 

Handford also joined the local Ceramic 
Designers Association with odier endiusiasts 
and later became its president. 

"I have never gone to a meeting and failed 
to learn somediing new," she said of die 
100-member organization, which meets 
monddy fw a workshop and forum. 

"I find that belonging to a group and being 
able to receive constructive criticism helps 
you to grow, and participating in various 
shows together helps build confidence. I 
encourage young people to really get 
involved with die group so dKy can begin to 
build up the confidence they need. Most 
artists are used to wcMlcing alone and, to 
thtm, dieir wotk k never good enough. I 
have never done siydiing myself that I 
consider piod enough — and Fve been doing 
it a while!"

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Beach history buff digs deep into Princess Anne's past

Dean Carroll always knew diat 
his roots grew deep into the 
Princess Anne County soil. 

Now, clues siKh as UMnbstones 
found buried underneath rubble on 
a h(^ farm and records of a house 
that blew down in May 18S3 
{ffove that his family has lived in 
southern Virginia Beach since at 
least 1752. 

Dean and his wife, Sally, have 
spent countless hours tromping 
through woods and fields in 
search of old gravesites, and at 
least as many pouring over census 
recOTds or bocks on genealogy. 

Their Sandbridge home is filled 
with charts, handwritten notes and 
old family photographs, and one 
room upstairs is reserved for a 
computer that stores information 
on family gravesites for some of 
the oldest families in the city. 

What began as a search into his 
own family tree led the couple to 
some fascinating discoveries 
about local history. They've 
traced the decline of some 
families whose land was 
subdivided among an increasing 
number of heirs each generation 
"until there was nothing left," 
Dean said. 

They also learned that conch 
shells often provide clues to a 
grave's location, and they've 
learned how quickly the past can 
vanish without a trace. 

"One tombstone was destroyed 
within a month when civilization 
started creeping," said Sally, 
referring to a 19th-centiu'y grave 
located on a Landstown Road site 
that was under development. 

Their ultimate goal is to publish 
a book "that will be as thorough 
and accurate as anything we 
have," said Sally. 

The CarroUs are working with a 
Maryland publisher who wants to 
publish the book, aimed at 
helping others who want to 
research their family histories. 

They are still lookii\g for some 
missing pieces in their own 
research, however. After finding 



hundreds of gravesites "that 
nobody knew about" since they 
began searching in 1987, they're 
now "scrapping" for more 
informatiai, accm'ding to Dean. 

"If uiybody knows about any 
gravesites out there, please, 
please contact us." he added. 

Although he't a social 
studies teacher and a history buff, 
Dean credits Sally for prompting 
him to research his family history. 
The Missouri native, who works 
as a child protective services 
worker, became frustrated 
because she knew «> little about 
her own fanily. 

"My grandparents were from 
Denmark, and ttey died when I 
was a teenager. After I grew up I 
found I wanted to know more 
about them," so she began 
researching her family history. 

"But it took so long to get 
information from Denmark and 
from South Dakota, where they 
first settled when they came to 
this country," she continued. 
While she waited, she decided to 
learn more about Dean's family. 

Dean's grandmother, Avb 
Carroll, told them about a site on 
Morris Beck Road in Pungo 
"where some family members 
were buried," Dean said. They 
were excited to find 60 
gravesites, but they were 
dismayed at their condition. 

Family graveyards are often 
abandoned as the family moves 
off of the land, and the gravesites 
become overgrown. Tombstones 
that have not been buried under 
several inches of topsoil are 
usually crumbled or severely 
damaged by time or heavy 
equipment. 

It's difficult to find these old 
tombstones, sometimes almost 
impossible to read them and even 
hanier to jneserve them. State law 
prohibits moving them, so Dean 
and Sally photograph each one so 
that they will have some record 
that it exists. 

After they found the Morris 
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Neck Road site. Dean and Sally 
were so intrigued that they spent 
every available moment 
searching for old gravesites for 
the next three years. 

Books and census records 
provided clues about where to 
look, but they uncovered a lot of 
information by talking to family 
members or local landowners. 
They found one book "Old 
Churches, their Cemeteries and 
Family Graveyards of Princess 
Anne County," written by Laurie 
Boush Green and Virginia Bonney 
West to be particularly helpful 
because it gave them a starting 
point on where to search. 



Still, they ended up doing their 
own legwork, and they uncovered 
infOTmation they hadn't found in 
any book. 

One of their most exciting 
discoveries, Sally said, were 
tombstones of a family that lived 
(Ml Back Bay Landing Road from 
1840 to about 1900. Acting on a 
tip from a local resident, they 
found the tombstones buried 
underneath rubble on a hog farm. 
When they went back two months 
later to check a date, they found 
that the stones had again been 
buried underneath trash. 

Once they located the general 
site of a graveyard. Dean and 



Sally proM the area with "a 
long metal rod" to search for 
stones buried underneath the 
topsoil. Once they were 
unearthed, "we used colored 
chalk, a wire bni^and a prayer" 
to clean the stone and refurbish 
the script so thitt it could be read. 

Oftoi, the (bites are written in 
Roman numenis, which make 
them even more bewildmng to 
decipher. 

Dean and Sally even found 
homemade tombstones on 
Colechester Road near 
Sandbridge that may tave been 
written "in some kind of code" 
Dean said. 

"That's the moA interesting site 
we've found," he noted. 

Many gravesites have 

been completely lost either 
because they were never marked 
or because the markers were 
destroyed. Some were even looted 
by gro^y grave robbera in search 
of valuables. 

"During the Depressi(Hi people 
were desperate for money, and 
some of them would dig up graves 
searching f(X' gold in the teeth,'' 
Dean said. 

"It's particularly difficult to 
trace the history of African- 
Americans living in the county, 
because slaves aren't listed in the 
census records and they were 
usually buried in unmarked 
graves. 

The broken remains of conch 
shells, which both blacks and 
poor whites used as a substitute 
for marble markers, can 
sometimes provide a clue as to 
whei'e the gravesites were. But 
the graveyards were often 
destroyed by farming or 
constructi(Mi. 

"Very few people cared 
anything about the blacks unless 
they were buried in an (vganized 
gravesite, like a church," Sally 
said. 

Dean and Sally are working 
with a Maryland publisher to 
publish a two-volume book that 
will include as much information 



as possible so genealogy 
researchers "can link famUy 
membn^." 

They Iranwd diat it's p(»8ible 
to find Immches of the fainily tree 
through small tidbits of 
infomia^m wteo tkey read tSacm 
the weatfaer-reUoed detth of duee 
people in die Pongo Township in 
May 1853. 

"TiMir cause of death was 
listed as 'hcrase blown down', ami 
we wondered why the house Mew 
down." Sdly said. 

Their curiosity led diem to do 
additional research and. aldiou^ 
they never leaned anything aboat 
die susm that produced the strong 
winds, diey did find out diat diis 
family was related to Dean "on 
his mother's side." 

The couple, has reached the 
"tedious stage" of trying to pull 
all of the information together 
now. They've gotten telephone 
calls from pe(^le living all across 
the country who have heard oa 
dieir project and who thuik that 
some of their family members 
might be buried here. 

"I feel guilty diat so many 
people have called and asked for 
help and we haven't gotten it 
finished." Sally said. 

Their full-time careers and a 
part-time antique business in 
Grundy, N.C. make it hard to find 
time to research and write, but 
Dean's been able to incorporate 
his love of genealogy into his 
classes at Princess Anne Middle 
School. 

His students intwview family 
members to find out a much as 
possible about their own 
backgrounds. He hopes their 
parents will become interested 
and dig into die family history 
before even more information is 
lost fcwever. 

"Go to your oldest family ' 
member" he advised. 

But be prepared to document as 
much information as possible 
through court records because 
family stories can be inaccurate. 
"Remember th|t they learned 
dirough tegenti, too."

But Ace Hardware on East 
Second Avenue in FipnkUn is one 
of the biggest Bosdi power tool 
distributors in the United States. 

What's their secret? "We're 
known for having a good price, 
availability and our employees 
have the knowledge of how to (^ 
erate these tools." said Manager 
Carlton Cutchin. His father Jerry 
Cutchin is the owner. 

"We're not just order-takers 
here. We have factcnry-trained 
personnel. We ship anywhere 
from 20 to 50 tools everyday. 

"We sell them out of the store 
for the same price. At least five or 
six people a week drive 30 or 40 



miln here to buy tools. This is 
our niche — power tools." 

The Fnmklin Ace KardWare 
ships drills, routes, saws and 
Sanders natic^wuJe firtMn brands 
like Bosd), Porier-Ctdde ud Ry- 
obi. Cutchin describes tbem as 
high-end and bettn- quality. 

"We have good prices. We 
want to be competitive with the 
big hardware stoces and beat their 
prices." 

For example, "a hardware store 
might have three or four routers 
for sale while we have S6 in 
stock. We buy in mass quanti- 
ties," Cutchin explained. 

Two ways the tools disappear 
ate through woodworking and tool 
shows. "We go all the way from 
New York to Soudi Canriina. We 
did 10 last year. We sell hundreds 
of tools." 

Advertisements in nationally- 
distributed magazines don't hurt 



either. "People see ow ads. Tbtt's 
the bulk of our business," CutcUn 
said. One magazine they adver- 
tise in is Fine Woodworking. 

"At 6 a.m. they are calling from 
as far away as Hawaii and 
Alaska. We do a lot of business 
with Russians. We transport die 
tools to the embassy in Washing- 
ton, D.C. We have customers all 
over the w(M-ld — England, New 
Zealand — you name it," Qitchin 
said.
